SIGNAL TO RUSH 
CHANGE-OVER’ 


Plans Ready For Placing Of 


Millions Into Peace Jobs 


And Easing Controls

jobs as rapidly as possible and 
for gradual lifting of rationing and 
other wartime restrictions. 
Expected quickly, too, are plans 
that may provide for easing of 
stringent wage controls and out­ 
line the scope of price controls in 
the immediate postwar period. 


President, Advisers Confer 
AM agencies with a part in re­ 
conversion have been told by the 
White House to say nothing about 
their plans until President Tru­ 
man gives the wcrd.

Meeting with him were Secre 
tary of Labor Schwellenbach, War 
Mobilizer John W. Snyder, Eco 
nomic Stabilizer William H. Davis, 
Price A d m i n i s t r a t o r Chester 
Bowles, War Labor Board Chair 
man George W. Taylor and John 
R. Stedm an, former director of the 
U. S. conciliation service and now 
an adviser to Mr. Schwellenbach. 
A White House statement said 
the six men submitted reports to 
the President on labor disputes 
and wage stabilization In the post­ 
war period and that the chief ex­ 
ecutive “has them under study”.

plan to lead Industry from tremen­ 
dous munitions production to rec­ 
ord output of consumer gotxjs. 
In striving to achieve this goal 
set by Mr. Truman, the agency 
plans to drop many controls at 
once, retaining only those required 
to prevent “a chaotic scramble for 
materials” and to avoid inflation­ 
ary prices. 
WiM Use Priorities Power 
Its program also will be keyed 
to speed up re-employment of re 
leased munitions workers. 
To help provide jabs quickly, 
the WPB plans to use its priori­ 
ties assistance authority to rush 
( xpansion of manufacturing plant 
facilities. 
Any peacetime produc­ 
tion project which will serve to 
reduce unemployment will get a 
green light immediately. 
The agency is not worried about 
materials.

PRINTING HALTED 
ON RATION BOOK 


OPA Calls Off Work Pending 


Word On Peace Steps 


By Th* Associated Pres*. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 — The 
OPA has halted printing of 187,- 
000,000 new ration books for food, 
shoes and gasoline, it was learned 
today. 
The stop order covers War Ra­ 
tion Book 
Five for meats, 
fata, 
dairy products, canned foods and 
sugar and 
a new "A" 
gasoline 
hook. Both had been scheduled for 
distribution in December. 
The order halts work on the 
books pending outcome of peace 
negotiations, if Japan quits, the 
stop order will become permanent. 
The action was taken, it was ex 
plained, because there are suffi 
dent stamps in books now in use 
to carry through to about the first 
of the year. 
In the case of gasoline, rationing 
is expected to end within a week 
or two after V-J Day. The other 
programs are expected to continue 
longer. 
An OPA spokesman said that of 
150,900,000 planned, only “a very 
few copies’’ of ration book five 
have been printed. 
Actual printing of 37,000,000 gas­ 
oline books has not begun, but 
designs and engravings have been 
completed. 
Both books had been set up to 
last from IO to 15 months.

Iii— The Allied world waited with 
growing impatience today for word Japan is ready to surren­ 
der on Allied terms—and the war went on. 
The White House announced no reply had been received 
at 10:45 a. rn. today to Saturday’s four-power dictate that 
Japan could keep an emperor who would take his orders from 
the victors’ supreme commander. 
Presidential Secretary Charles G. R osr told a news con­ 
ference “ it is safe to say the war is going on” while negoti­ 
ations continue. 
No tim e limit was set by the Allies for a Japanese response, Mr, 
Rosh said. Nor does he know, he asserted, whether there may be 
another ultim atum . 
A Tokyo radio broadcast said the formal reply to Japan’s condi­ 
tional surrender offer of Friday was not received until today. 
Emperor Hirohito received Japanese Foreign Minister Togo a t 
the imperial palace this morning, another enemy broadcast said, but 
no details as to the purpoae were given. 
Still another broadcast indicated the Japanese are suffering inve-

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Reconversion Needs Converting 
P 
ROBABLY the most immediately useful thing 
that could be done about reconversion doesn’t 


tell the story 
Vastly m ore is entailed than the mechanics 
of changing back som ething that existed before. 
Time has not stood still since the United States 
acted on ita pledge to become the arsenal of 
democracy Almost nothing has been immune to 


violent change. 
It Is 
not reconversion th at is 
needed 
but 
m odernization—and there is a vast difference. 
T he automobile m anufacturers are not going to 
resum e production of models in existence five 
yeras ago for instance. They are going to mod­ 
ernize their plants and their methods to produce 
a m odern model different in appearance, perfor­ 
m ance and price. In some lines, m anufacturers 
will be switching products. No doubt there are 
som e m anufacturers planning to wipe the slate 
clean and start over. It is clearly something more 
complicated than the resumption of familiar op­ 
erations in fam iliar fields. 
T h ere is a helpful comparison implicit in the 
circum stances of w artim e industrial activity— 
a rem inder of the tim e th at may he involved in 
th e p o stw ar modernization of industry. It re­ 
quired the United States from early In 194n, when 
war production for Britain began, to the sum ­ 
m er of 19+4 to reach the climax of conversion 
from peace production. lu r in g 1942 and 1943, it 
was striving to reach th at climax under the spur 
of emergency. T here were no lim its on public 
spending. All obstacles to enterprise were re­ 
moved. Yet, four years were required to reach 
m aximum output and employment. 
Modernization of the national industrial or­ 
ganization for postw ar years cannot be done by 
magic. Yet there is a distinct possibility th at 
when m odernization takes time, the critics of 
private enterprise m ay swrarm down on it with 
snarling accusations of inadequacy. It is time to 
rem em ber the sign that war production experts 
som etim es pointed to when governm ent officials 
grew Im patient over delays—the one that said: 
“The difficult can he done right away, hut the 
impossible takes a little longer.” 


Tapering Off 


a N AN N O U N CEM EN T that gasoline rationing 


*■ * is to be lifted within a m atter of hours after 
th# end of the war may raise holies of im­ 
m ediate abandom ent of other w artim e restric­ 
tions. T h e hopes are not Justifiable. 
In m o st cases, the end of the war will make 
no im m ediate difference in the circum stances 
th at caused the restrictions to he imposed. While

theoretically would he enough to satisfy unra- 
tioned demand, it is unlikely there would be 
any im m ediate easing of the tire shortage. 
President T rum an, in a letter to the head of 
war production board, may be assum ed to have 
laid down a general policy covering the question. 
He believes wartim e restrictions should be tap er­ 
ed off as rapidly as possible to give private busi­ 
ness a m axim um chance to speed resum ption of 
civilian production, but points out th at some re­ 
strictions m u st be retained in order to give pri­ 
vate b u sin ess its m axim um chance. For instance, 
Mr. T ru m a n suggests it should be one of the 
functions of W P B to help private business find 
scarce m aterials when they are ueeded to break 
production 
bottlenecks. 
Also, 
because 
scarcity 
and inflation are two sides of the sam e thing, 
WPB and OPA need to work together to over­ 
come acute shortages that threaten to cause dis­ 
proportionate price increases. 
R estlessness over wartim e restrictions is un­ 
derstandable. 
But, 
given 
reasonable

that the governm ent itself does not want to re­ 
tain them indefinitely, it is illogical to demand 
that restrictions be lifted belter skelter.

t T WOULD BE impossible to give American 
* aviation too m uch credit for bringing the war 
to a showdown. For years to come, military his­ 
torians and students of tactics will be studying 
the airplane's role in Europe and the Pacific 
th eater of war. 
Jap an was battered into su rren d er by an em ­ 
ployment of air power so vast it still was incon­ 
ceivable at Pearl Harbor. In a literal sense, sea 
power and land pow er were used chielfly to hold 
aloft the offensive th at made the difference be­ 
tween a long war of uncertain outcom e arnica 
relatively short war whose outcom e was g u aran ­ 
teed by superiority in the air.
